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ABSTRACT 



This study measured the extent of bibliographic access available to off- 
campus users for the resources of the libraries on the University of California 
campuses at Berkeley and at Los Angeles. Random samples of bibliographic items 
were drawn from card catalogs on both campuses, with each sample representative 
of the resources of both the General Library systems and most of the unaffiliated 
campus libraries. Major printed catalogs were identified which contained a 
significant number of records for materials on these campuses, and then checked 
to see if each sample item was identified with the campus from which it was drawn. 
A maximum of 67.2% of the Berkeley sample and 69.5% of the Los Angeles sample 
were found to be bibliographically accessible through available printed catalogs. 

The libraries of all the UC and CSUC campuses and several other libraries 
of interest to this study were then surveyed to determine which of the printed 
catalogs were available on those campuses. Given all the above information about 
each sample record, the potential bibliographic access to the UCB and UCLA library 
resources was estimated for off-catripus users at over 30 locations throughout the 
state. This estimate of potential availability was further modified by a 
determination for each sample of limitations on access because of interlibrary 
loan policy and, for the Berkeley sample only, of the physical availability 
of sample items in inventory. (Time and budgetary limitations prevented a 
physical inventory of Los Angeles sample items.) The maximum possible net off- 
campus bibliographical and physical access to the total library resources,

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I. INTRODUCTION 

The University of California does not have a comprehensive printed 
union catalog of its library resources. Printed catalogs exist for major 
parts of the resources (e.g., G. K. Hall publication of the UCB and UCLA 
catalogs in 1963, the UC Union Catalog Supplement (UCUCS) , the UCSC book 
catalog, and G. K. Hall publication of the catalogs of specific collections 
such as the Bancroft Library and the Institute of Governmental Studies). 
However, no single comprehensive union catalog exists. Parts of the library 
resources at both Berkeley and Los Angetes^re included in the coverage 
provided by about 200 separate printed catalog publications. A significant 
fraction of the UC library resources are not represented in any printed 
catalog and are thus not visible to interested users who are away from the 
holding campuses. 

One recent study of the overlap in monograph materials among several 
of the UC campuses has shown that there is a significant amount of overlap 
in the monographs acquired by the individual campuses. In terms of total 
campus collections, one recent report noted that as much as an estimated 
50 to 80 percent of the titles in some of the UC campus collections are 
also held in another UC campus library. (W. S. Cooper, et al. , The Dupli- 
cation of Monograph Holdings in the University of California Library System . 
Berkeley: Institute of Library Research, University of California, October 1974. 
ILR-74-004. ED-097 883.) In terms of acquisistion duplication over a given time 
period, we have some UC data from the UCUCS project, which collected the 
monograph catalog records done by all UC campuses during the time period 
1963-1967. The UCUCS records show that from a total of approximately 1.04 
million catalog records submitted by the individual campuses, there was a 
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total of about 750,000 unique titles. Thus some modest amount of duplicate 
acquisition was experienced by the campuses. There are good reasons for 
having much of this overlapped material. However, some of the duplicate 
'acquisitions might have been avoided if the individual campuses had infor- 
mation available— to them to show what material was held by the other 
campuses; the campuses did not have all of this information. 

If the UC library resources are to be marshaled together to form 
a coordinated network of resources for direct borrowing and interlibrary 
loan or photocopying, and if there is to be a coordinated collection de- 
velopment policy, then there is an absolute requirement that library staff 
and users on any UC campus must be able to readily and easily determine the 
holdings available within the entire system. 

We are aware that a major portion of the UC library resources is 
simply not visible to users who are away from the campus that has the 
resource. Some major collections such as the Institute of Industrial 
Relations, with about 23,000 titles on the Berkeley campus, and the Center 
for Study of Contemporary Folklore and Mythology, with about 19,000 titles 
on the Los Angeles campus, have no printed catalogs, and off-campus biblio- 
graphic access to those collections can only be effectively obtained by 
physically going to those locations to use the local card catalog. 

UC library resources are split between libraries that are recog- 
nized as part of the offiQial campus library system (the General Library) 
and libraries that are not affiliated with the General Library system on 
each campus (e.g., an Institute or Department Library). The problem is 
compounded by the existence of many branch libraries (e.g., 26 branch 
libraries as part of the Berkeley General Library System, 20 branch li- 
braries as part of the Los Angeles General Library System) and: a total 
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of over 200 unaffiliated libraries on these two UC campuses. 

With this background, this study was concerned primarily with deter- 
mining the extent of bibliographic access provided to the total Berkeley and 
Los Angeles library resources (General Library and unaffiliated libraries) 

from the point of view of users at each of the other UC campuses Cor at other 

selected locations such as the 19 CSUC campuses). The collections at the Berkeley 
and Los Angeles campuses were chosen as the ^first resources for study because 
these have been identified as major regional library resource centers for the 
^yc system. Because each of the UC campuses has some library .material that is 
unique to the UC system, this was intended to be the first phase of a series 
of studies that would eventually determine the extent of off-campus biblio- 
graphic access to all the UC library resources. 
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II. OBJECTIVES 



The major objectives of this study were to: 

1. determine the extent of off--campus bibliographic access pro- 
vided for the total library resources of the UC Berkeley and 
Los Angeles campuses; 

2. identify the major access tools for these resources. 
Several minor objectives were to: 

1. assemble a carefully drawn sample bibliograhic data base for 
each campus that could be used as a basis for subsequent studies 
of the UC campus library resources (e.g., consistency of cata- 
loging treatment); 

2. determine the characteristics o£ the library resources at each 
campus (e.g., distribution by language, age, form of publication); 

3. determine the extent to which the campus resources were included 
in the National Union Catalog (NUC) publications; 

4. determine the extent to which LC Card Numbers or other unique 
identifying numbers were available for the catalog records of 
the campus resources; 

5. determine the availability of the campus library resources 
(by policy) for interlibrary loan use; 

6. determine the extent to which this material is still in the 
collection and immediately available for use (physical avail- 
ability) . 

For all of the objectives, the data were to be analyzed and reported 
separately for the General Library system and for the unaffiliated libraries. 
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Ill, METHOD OF APPROACH 



The general approach followed for each campus was the same. However, 
there were local differences in the sampling plan and the available access 
tools. For these reasons the approach is described separately for each of 
the campuses. 

A. BERKELEY LIBRARY RESOURCES 
1. Sampling Plan 

a) Estimates of Collection Sizes 

Identification and estimation of the sizes of the catalog records 
representing the various collections constituting the totality of the Berkeley 
campus library holdings were necessary preliminaries to apportionment of a 
stratified sample. Since the sample population consisted of bibliographic 
units, estimates of numbers of titles rather than of volumes were required. 
Whenever possible, existing estimates supplied by individual libraries were 
utilized. Where no such estimates were available, independent estimates 
were made. These were based on calculations of the average number of titles 
per centimeter of catalog cards obtained from several randomly selected two- 
centimeter samples of relevant catalog records, and on the total card depth 
in centimeters of those records. The resulting figures, while only rough 
estimates, were thought to be sufficiently accurate to provide the basis 
for a reasonably equitable apportionment of the sample. 

The estimated number of titles represented in the Main Library 
Author-Title Catalog was based on estimates derived by W. S. Cooper in his 
recent monograph duplication study"*" and reflects the sum of his esti- 
mates for the Official Shelf .List, the Rowell Shelf List, the Temporary 
Cataloging Pool Catalog, the PL-^80 Shelf List, and the Law Library Shelf 



List, all of which are mutually exclusive in that they include no over- 
lapping material and which together closely approach the totality of 
material represented in the Main Library Author-Title Catalog.

Table 1 indicates the estimated number of titles in each of the 21 
catalogs sampled from the General Library, as well as the number of sample 
records drawn from each of these catalogs. Table 2 indicates the estimated 
number of titles in each of the 11 catalogs sampled from the unaffiliated 
libraries, as well as the number of sample records drawn from each of these 
catalogs . 

b) Distinction Between General and Unaffiliated Libraries 

The library collections identified on the Berkeley campus were 
divided into two classes — those under the jurisdiction of the University 
Librarian and cons t i tut ing^tijie General Library System of the University, 
and those administratively independent of the University Librarian and 
collectively designated in this report as the unaffiliated libraries. With 
one major exception there is no overlap between General and unaffiliated 
library collections in the catalog records listed in Tables 1 and 2. How- 
ever, the bulk of material in the Law Library, one of the largest of the 
unaffiliated libraries, is represented in the Main Library Author-Title 
Catalog, which is otherwise restricted to General Library material. 

c) Library Holdings Included in the Sample Population 

Tables 3 and 4 indicate the library holdings of the General and 
unaffiliated libraries respectively that were represented in the sample 
population. An effort was made to include in the sample population the 
holdings of all libraries of the General Library System and of all un- 
affiliated libraries with holdings above the arbitrary figure of 10,000 
volumes. A further effort was made to include all individually cataloged

monographs, serials, microforms, unpublished theses and dissertations, 
manuscript collections, maps, sound recordings, and musical scores and 
libretti in these libraries in the sample population. In addition, an 
attempt was made to include all brieflisted monographic material 50 pages 
or more in length. It was felt that this would provide representation in 
the sample for significant material lacking a monographic level of cata- 
loging (principally technical reports), while excluding ephemeral vertical 
file material. 

It is believed that the sample population finally settled upon 
approached these goals reasonably closely. Holdings of the Main Library 
and each branch library in the General Library system were includetl, along 
with the holdings of the following nine unaffiliated libraries: 

Center for Chinese Studies; 

Giannini Foundation for Agricultural Economics; 
Institute of Governmental Studies; 
Institute of Industrial Relations; 
Institute o£ International Studies; 

Institute of Transportation and Traffic Engineering; 
Language Laboratory; 
Law School; 

Water Resources Center Archives, 
All material in these libraries in the categories desired for representation 
was included with the exceptions noted below. An estimated total of 2,695,900 
titles were included in the population to be sampled from, 
d) Library Holdings Excluded from Sample Population 

Tables 5 and 6 indicate library resources known to exist in the 
General and unaffiliated libraries respectively that were purposely excluded 
from the sample population. This material falls into five categories:

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(i) Material held by unaffiliated libraries with total holdings of 
less than 10,000 volumes each. Exclusion of this material was designed to 
eliminate consideration of several dozen departmental and other specialized 
collections, most of them containing no more than a few hundred volumes each. 
It was felt that the time and difficulty involved in investigating and 
sampling them would outweigh any marginal addition to the comprehensiveness 
of the sample that might accrue. 

(ii) Material accessible only through catalog files representing 
less than 2,000 titles each. Much as in the case with the previous category, 
it was felt that inclusion of this material would unduly complicate the 
sample while not adding significantly to its validity. No more than 10,000 
to 15,000 titles were excluded solely on these grounds. Their inclusion 
would have necessitated sampling from 30 additional catalog files. 

(iii) Uncataloged material not susceptible to sampling. Beyond 
normal cataloging backlogs in most libraries, little of importance was 
lost here except a few thousand titles in special collections in the East 
Asiatic Library and on microfilm in the Documents Department. 

(iv) Material falling into certain categories defined out of the 
saoiple population. This included vertical file material (printed material 
less than 50 pages in length cataloged less fully than monographs), reprints, 
preprints, photographs, posters, artifacts, tsrm paper files, commercial 
catalogs, and similar nonstandard matter. The largest collections excluded 
on these grounds were the Graduate Social Science Library's stock exchange 
listings and the Bancroft Library's pictorial collection. 

(v) Material acceptable on all other grounds but excluded because 
the sampling plan adopted did not easily permit its inclusion. Only two 
sizable collections fall into this category - several thousand law briefs

in the Law Library, and some 35,000 monographs in the Documents Department. 
This material was not represented in the Main Library Author-Title Catalog 
but was included in the Law Library Shelf List and the Documents Department 
Catalog respectively. However, it was inextricably intermingled in the latter 
two catalog files with the bulk of the Law Library and Documents Department 
collections, both of which were represented in the Main Library Author-Title 
Catalog. Since the sampling plan relied heavily on this catalog, two alter- 
natives were possible - either excluding all Law and Documents material from 
the sample of the Main Library Author-Title Catalog and conducting separate 
title estimates and samples of the Law Shelf List and Documents Catalog, or 
excluding from the sample population that fraction of the Law and Documents 
material not conveniently accessible. The latter alternative was adopted. 
The only other material falling into this category were a few thousand locally 
cataloged monographs* and directly received serials distributed among at least 
ten branches of the General Library system. It was a much easier decision to 
sacrifice this relatively small amount of dispersed material rather than 
abandon the Main Library Author-Title Catalog in favor of separate samples 
of twenty-odd branch libraries. 

e) Apportionment of Sample Among Libraries 

Tables 1 and 2 indicate the sampling plan for the General and un- 
affiliated libraries respectively. It was decided somewhat arbitrarily 
to take a total of 2,000 samples for the entire campus. It was felt that 
this would provide a satisfactory level of confidence from a statistical 
point of view. As shown by the notes in Appendix this sampling plan 
provides us with an accuracy of 1-3 percent (with a 95-99% degree of 
probability) for our reported percentage estimates. 
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Almost 60% of this sample was drawn from the Main Library Author-? 
Title Catalog. This was by far the most comprehensive single catalog 
available, encompassing the bulk of the holdings of the Main Library, the 
General Library branches, and the Law Library. Its coverage could have been 
approximated only by combining the Official Shelf List, the Rowell Shelf 
List, the Temporary Cataloging Pool Catalog, the PL~-480 Shelf List, and the 
Law Shelf List. Even so it was necessary to supplement this sample from 
several additional sources. Because the Bancroft, Music, and East Asiatic 
Libraries were incompletely represented in the Main Library Author-Title 
Catalog, it was decided to exclude them altogether from the samples drawn 
there and to sample them separately. The number of samples drawn from the 
Main Library Author-Title Catalog was then based on an adjusted estimate 
of the titles contained, excluding those from the three libraries in ques- 
tion. Several special collections in the Main and branch libraries not 
included at all in the Main Library Author-Title Catalog were separately 
sampled, as were each of the unaffiliated libraries other than Law. In 
all, the sample was taken from 32 separate catalogs. 

In interpreting Tables 1 and 2, it should be noted that the Law 
Library holdings were sampled through the Main Library Author-Title Catalog. 
Forty-eight samples from the Law Library were drawn from this source. There- 
fore, there were actually ,1,759 samples drawn from General Library holdings 
and 241 from unaffiliated libraries, 
f ) Sampling Procedure ' 

Our sampling procedure was patterned generally after that employed 
in the Cooper study of UC monograph duplication. The procedure for sampling 
the Main Library Author-Title Catalog was as follows: One sample was drawn 
from every third drawer in the catalog. In each drawer to be sampled an 
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entry point was determined by measuring in ^ random distance in millimeters 
assigned in advance for that drawer with the aid of a random number table. 
Distances ranging from 1 to 400 millimeters were assigned (the latter figure 
representing the depth of a standard card catalog drawer). In instances 
where the random number was greater than the actual depth of cards in the 
drawer, the actual depth was subtracted from the random number, and a 
distance equal to the remainder was measured in. If necessary, the sub- 
traction was repeated until a distance within the actual range of the card 
depth was obtained. The first eligible card behind the entry point was 
then selected as the sample item. Eligible cards were defined as the first 
cards of main entries representing items in libraries other than the Bancroft, 
Music, or East Asiatic Libraries. Added entries and continuation cards were 
defined as ineligible in order to insure that each bibliographic unit repre- 
sented in the catalog had an equal chance of being selected. In cases where 
no eligible card was found between the entry point and the back of the 
drawer, the first eligible card starting .from the front of the drawer was 
selected. Sample items were then photocopied oh a template designed for 
use in subsequent analysis of the sample. Figure 1 is an example of the 
resultant, data sheet for this campus. The samples thus taken were somewhat 
in excess of the number desired (the 1,193 allotted to this catalog out of 
the total 2,000 plus 10% extras as replacements for any rejects). The 
samples were then inspected at leisure and rejects (ineligible items mis- 
takenly selected", bad photocopies, etc.) culled out. The sampling reject 
rate was found to be around 3%. The acceptable samples remaining were . 
reduced to the desired number of 1,193 by eliminating the number in excess 
with the aiA of a random number table. 

The remainder of the sample was drawn in substantially tke same 
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manner with minor variations due to peculiarities of the individual catalog 
records sampled. Where catalog drawers were regularly numbered or could be 
assigned numbers easily, two random numbers were drawn for each sample, one 
leading to a particular drawer and the second to a particular distance to be 
measured in it to the entry point. Shelf lists were preferred to catalogs 
whenever possible because they contained only one entry for each bibliographic 
unit, thus simplifying the selection process. In three cases it was necessary 
to sample Sro'm dict-ionary or subject catalogs - the Institute of Governmental 
Studies Subject Catalog, the Giannini Foundation Catalog, and the Institute 
of Industrial Relations Non-Book Catalog. Here it was found to be impractical 
to restrict sampling to main entries due to the problem of blocs of subject 
added entries, extending in some places for several drawers without break. 
Added entries were accepted as eligible samples from these catalogs. In four 
cases samples were drawn from catalogs in page form - ERIC, the Library of 
Congress Libretti Catalog, the Music Library Libretti Catalog, and the East 
Asiatic Map List. Here sampling was accomplished either by drawing one 
random number leading to a unique serial number of an item in the catalog 
(as in the case with ERIC), or by drawing two random numbers, one leading 
to a particular page and the second to a particular entry on the page. 
2. Identification of Access Tools 

a) List of Known Catalogs Identifying Berkeley Holdings 

Appendix A presents a list of known printed catalogs and other refer- 
ence tools providing access to the Berkeley library resources. All sources 
cited here either explicitly identify those bibliographic items therein that 
are included in the Berkeley holdings, as, for example, the University of 
. California Union Catalog Supplement , or may be regarded as implicitly doing 
so since all items listed are held on the Berkeley campus. An example of 
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a catalog in the latter category is Charles Evans' American Bibliography . 
All works cited by Evans are represented in microform in the Berkeley 
collection, even though there. is no indication of this in the catalog 
itself. 

Items 1 through 40 in Appendix A were collectively taken as the 
National Union Catalog family. These included, in addition to the standard 
cumulations and recent individual volumes, the Gale Corporation's 1942-1962 
cumulation, the National Union Catalog of Manuscript Collections , and the 
National Register of Microform Masters . In analyzing the sample, inclusion 
in NUC was defined as inclusion in any of these forty sources. 

The list of catalogs in Appendix A is believed to be substantially 
complete, although some minor sources are known to have been inadvertently 
omitted. The list was based on independent investigation plus interviews 
with librarians in each individual library on the Berkeley campus, 
b) Availability of These Catalogs at Other Locations 

In order to assess the extent of intercampus bibliographic access 
to Berkeley library resources prevailing in the University of California 
system, it. was necessary not only to identify those tools through which the 
Berkeley holdings were accessible, but also to identify which of the other 
eight UC campuses and other -libraries held copies of those tools. An attempt 
was made to distinguish among three degrees of availability: (1) items held 
by a particular campus and represented in its card catalog; (2) items held 
by a campus but with a lesser degree of visibility (these were typically 
items located in an interlibrary loan office with no indication in the 
relevant .campus catalog records that they were available); (3) items not 
located on the campus at all. After making this distinction for the early 
part of the study we decided not to consider whether or not the printed 



catalogs were represented in the local card catalog (there were few 
instances in which they were not in the catalog, and the data was diffi- 
cult for us to gi-t for some libraries). 

The information about catalog holdings on the Irvine, Riverside, 
and Santa Barbara campuses was furnished by the respective libraries of 
those campuses. The information pertaining to the other UC campuses and 
to the private California universities was the result of independent in- 
vestigation by the project staff and of interviews with reference librarians 
at the various campuses. Infomaation regarding the catalog holdings of the 
California State University and Colleges (CSUC) system was obtained primarily 
in response to a mail query by Dean Galloway, University Librarian of CSUC- 
Stanislaus. Information regarding the catalog holdings of the California 
State Library (CSL) was furnished by Nancy Percy, Executive Assistant to 
the State Librarian. 
3. Inclusion in the Access Tools 

a) Definition of Near and Exact Matches 

In analyzing the sample for inclusion in access tools, three states 
were distinguished — exact, near, and non matches. Exact matches were defined 
as those in which entries for the identical bibliographic units represented 
by the sample records were found in the access tools. In those access tools 
which listed holdings of several libraries and for which Berkeley holdings 
were not implicit - for example, the University of California Union List of 
Serials - an item was tallied as an exact match only if a Berkeley holding 
was indicated. There was one exception to this. In the case of entries 
located in some part of the NUC complex, separate tallies were kept for 
exact matches indicating a Berkeley holding and exact matches not indicating 
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a Berkeley holding. Only the first of these was used in tabulating the 
total number of samples with exact matches. The second tally was used 
only for determining the total number of samples represented in NUC at 
all. Instances in which the sample records and access tool entries were 
under different main entries were still considered exact matches, so long 
as the bibliographic items described were identical. 

Near matches were defined as those in which entries for the iden- 
tical bibliographic units represented by the sample records were not found 
in the access tools, but entries for different editions of those units or 
of impressions with different imprints were found. Again, Berkeley holdings 
for these entries had to be either indicated or implied, except in the case 
of entries appearing in NUC, where separate tallies were kept of near matches 
indicating a Berkeley holding and near matches not indicating a Berkeley 
holding.' The only qualification here was that the respective editions 
represented^ by the sample records and in the access tools had to be in the 
same languages to be considered near matches. 

Non matches were defined as those in which neither exact nor near 
matches for the bibliographic units represented by the sample records were 
found in the access tools. Instances in which only translations in languages 
different from those represented in the sample records could be found were 
classed as non matches, 
b) Search Procedures 

Samples were searched both under the main entry of the sample record 
and under any other headings that seemed reasonable alternative candidates 
for main entry. For instance, where a question of individual versus corporat 
authorship occurred, both possibilities were checked. 

All samples were searched in those volumes of NUC in which there was 
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a likelihood that they might be found. In searching NUC a distinction was 
made not only between near and exact matches, but also between those matches 
indicating that Berkeley held a copy of the relevant item and those not so 
indicating. For each sample an attempt was made to locate an exact match 
indicating a Berkeley holding. Where a near match was initially found, or 
an exact match with no indication of a Berkeley holding, the search was con- 
tinued either until an exact match with a Berkeley holding indicated was found 
or until all reasonable avenues of finding such an entry had been explored 
without success. 

Those samples for which exact matches indicating Berkeley holdings 
were not found in NUC were then searched in those access tools in which they 
might possibly be found. All such samples with imprint dates of 1967 or 
earlier were searched in the Berkeley 1963 G. K. Hall catalog and/or in UCUCs\ 
Those still not found were searched in other appropriate catalogs indicated 
by considering the libraries and catalog records from which they were drawn, 
their imprint dates, physical form, and subject matter. Searches in a catalog 
representing a particular library's holdings were not restricted to samples 
drawn from that library. For example, a sample record representing a mono- 
graph on water pollution located in the Moffitt Library might be searched 
for in the Water Resources Center catalog. This policy was intandad to take 
into account the possibility that for an inaccessible sample item thara ratgh_t 
be an accessible duplicate copy elsewhere on campus. No samples wera classed 
as inaccessible through printed catalogs until all access tools ll^taJ in 
Appendix A that appeared to have any possibility of relevanca had been 
searched. 

4. Analysis of Characteristics of the Sample 

In addition to accessibility through printed catalogs, the sample 




was analyzed for six other characteristics: 

a) Physical form . Nine categories were distinguished; monographs; 
serials; reports (defined as separately published numbered members of series 
50 pages or more in length, cataloged less fully than monographs); microforms; 
maps; manuscript collections; unpublished theses and dissertations; sound 
recordings; and musical scores and libretti. Any microform items classed 

as a microform regardless of whether it was also a monograph, serial, report, 
etc. 

b) Language . In all cases this was taken to be the language of the 
sample record at hand. Thus a sample record representing, for example, an 
English translation of a work originally published in French would be tabulated 
as English. Items containing text in two or more languages were tabulated in 
one of two categories - multilingual, including English, or multilingual, 
excluding. English. 

c) Age . For purposes of tabulating age, the sample was divided into 
two classes: items whose age could be expressed with one date; and items 
whose age was expressed with two dates. The first class included most mono-^ 
graphs, the date used being that of imprint. The second class included some 
monographs and most serials. The monogr.^phs in this category were identical 
reprints of earlier editions, the two dates used being that of the original 
imprint of the edition and that of the reprint at hand. The two dates used 
for serials were those of the first and last'^issues held by the library. 

d) Jurisdiction . Only one distinction was made hera - between 
items held in libraries under the jurisdiction of the Univearstty Librarian 
and items from independent libraries. 

e) Interlibrary loan status . Determination of which, sample records 
were generally available for interlibrary loan req^uests and whick were. not 
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was based on policy statements obtained during interviews with librarians 
at each of the individual libraries included in the sample. 

f) Physical availability . An attempt was made to physically locate 
and place our hands on all sample record items. Each library's stacks were 
checked for those sample records drawn from that library. When items were 
not found, inquiries were made at the circulation desks, and, if necessary, 
searches were requested. For purposes of tabulation the sample was divided 
into three major classes: (i) items accounted for, including those shelved, 
charged out, at the bindery, in the cataloging department , e tc . ^ Cii) items 

in storage; (iii) items unaccounted for. Each of these classes was subdivided 

into two categories: (i) items accounted for were divided into those accounted 

. for without a search (i.e., properly, shelved or with proper records of their 

locations) , and those accounted for only after a search; (ii) items in storage 

were divided into those with indications in public catalog records that the^ 

were in storage, and those with no such indications; (iii) items unaccounted 

for were divided into those already declared missing by the relevant libraries, 

and those previously not known to be missing but that could not be accounted 

* 

for even after a search. 

Only the particular copy of a bibliographic unit represented on the 
sample record at hand was searched for physical availability. The possibility 
exists that there may have been available duplicate copies elsewhere on campus 
corresponding to some of the sample items tabulated as unavailable. 

In the case of multi-volume sample items, including serials, availa- 
bility of any volume in the set was equated with physical availability of the 
sample item. 

g) Unique identification number . AJ.1 sample records were checked 
for unique na-tional or international identification numbers, specifically the 
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Library of Congress Card Numbers (LCCN) , International Standard Book Numbers 
(ISBN), 'or International Standard Serial Numbers (ISSN). A distinction was 
made between items with such nurabers located on the sample records themselves 
and those with such numbers listed in the National Union Catalog but not 
found on the sample records. 
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B. LOS ANGELES LIBRARY RESOURCES 
!• Sampling Plan 

a) Estimates of Collection Sizes 

As was the case with the Berkeley campus, estimates of collection 
sizes on the Los Angeles campus were based on estimates of the Individual 
libraries wherever possible. Where Independent estimates had to be made,, 
the procedure followed was the same as that employed on the Berkeley campus. 

Table 7 Indicates the estimated number of titles in each of the 17 

catalogs sampled from the General Library, as well. as the number of sample 

records drawn from each of these catalogs. Table 8 indicates the estimated 

number of titles in each of the 4 catalogs sampled from the unaffiliated 

libraries, as well as the number of sample records drawn from each of the 

catalogs. In the case of one library, that of the Neuropsychiatric 

^- — ■ ft 
Institute, no estimate of the collection size could be made. 

b) Distinction Between General and Unaffiliated Libraries 

A substantially larger proportion of the Los Angeles Library re- 
sources are under the jurisdiction of the University Librarian than is the 
case with Berkeley. Tables 7 and 8 differentiate between the General and 
unaffiliated library holdings sampled. There is lio overlapping coverage 
of the two in the catalog records sampled. 

c) Library Holdings Included in Sample Population 

Library holdings Included in the sample population are Indicated 
in Tables 9 and 10. The same criteria were used regarding minimal sizes of 
collections included for Los Angeles as had been used for Berkeley. Thus 
it was attempted to include in the sample population all General libraries 
and unaffiliated libraries with total holdings of 10,000 volumes or more 
and all nonoverlapping catalog records containing 2,000 or more titles

The final Los Angeles sample population included holdings in the 
University Research Library (URL), each of the branch libraries in the 
General Library System, and three unaffiliated libraries - those of the 
Center for the Study of Contemporary Folklore and Mythology, the Mathematics 
Department, and the Water Resources Center Archives. Ah estimated total of 
1,795,000 titles were represented in the sample population, 
d) Library Holdings Excluded from Sample Population 

Known library resources on the Los Angeles campus excluded from the 
sample population are indicated in Tables 11 and 12. Most of this material 
fell into one or another of the categories of excluded material encouritered 
during the Berkeley sample: 

(i) Material held by unaffiliated libraries with total holdings 
of less than 10,000 volumes each. 

(ii) Material accessible only through catalog records representing 
less than 2,000 titles each. Even less material in this category was lost 
az Los Angeles than at Berkeley - no more than 6,000 titles dispersed among 
a dozen catalog records. 

(iii) Uncataloged material not susceptible to sampling. Normal 
cataloging backlogs, a large proportion of the technical reports, and some 
300,000 maps in the Map Library made up the bulk of material in this category. 
Omission of the maps should particularly be noted since it resulteH in a 
certain degree of incompatibility with the Berkeley sample, which included 

a substantial number of items drawn from the Map Room on the Berkeley campus. 

(iv) Material falling into categories defined out of the sample 
population.

corporation reports and stock listings in the Management Library, photographs, 
posters, and programs in the Theater Arts Library, and exhibition catalogs 
•and announcements in the Art Library. 

(v) Material excluded because it could not be represented in the 
sampling plan adopted. The Los Angeles sample relied foremost on the Uni- 
versity Research Library Shelf List, for reasons discussed below. In this 
respect it contrasted with the Berkeley sample, most of which was drawn 
from a catalog. A certain number of brieflisted monographs and current 
serials accessible through the URL Catalog or the catalogs of various 
branches but not through the URL Shelf List were thus unrepresented. It 
is believed that the material lost was minimized by supplementing the sample 
of the URL Shelf List with a sample of the printed Catalog Supplement, and 
that consequently no serious incompatibility along these lines between the 
Los Angeles and Berkeley samples resulted. 

Other material excluded from the Los Angeles sample were the holdings 
of the English Library and of the Graduate School of LiSrary and Information 
Science Library. These collections consisted almost entirely of titles 
duplicated in the URL Shelf List. The Neuropsychiatric Institute Library 
was excluded due to our inability to obtain information on its holdings, 
e) Apportionment of Sample Among Libraries 

Tables 7 and 8. Indicate the catalog records sampled and the number 
of samples drawn from each. As in the Berkeley sample, a total of 2,00Q 
items were drawn. 

More than 60% of the sample came from the University Research Library 
Shelf List, which serves as a union shelf list for the University Research 
Library and most of the branch libraries Call except the Physical Science, 
Biomedical, Law, Clatk, Oriental, and University Elementary School Libraries). 
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An alternative plan calling for sampling of the more inclusive URL Catalog 
was considered and finally rejected. The principal reason for this decision 
was that the URL Catalog, unlike the Berkeley Main Library Catalog, is a 
dictionary rather than a divided catalog. It was felt that the problems 
involved in devising an equitable sampling plan that would take into account 
the long runs of subject added entries occurring at places in the catalog 
and the fact that some branches were represented by full sets of cards and 
others by main entries only were too formidable to justify adoption of this 
approach. Instead, it was decided to sample from the URL Shelf List, the 
shelf lists of those branches not included therein, and other catalog records 
accessing special collections not covered under either alternative. 
A total of 24 catalogs were included in the sample, 
f ) Sampling Procedure 

In general the sample procedure employed at Los Angeles was the same 
as in the Berkeley sample - a stratified sample drawn randomly. In the case 
of the URL Shelf List one sample record was drawn randomly from each drawer. 
The resulting total was only slightly in excess of the 1,254 items (plus 
extras) desired.' Few samples were rejected, primarily because of the rela- 
tive ease of working \^th a shelf list as compared with a catalog. Accept- 
able sample records in excess of 1,254 were eliminated randomly. 

In the case of the Public Affairs Service caizalog, brief lis ted 
serial titles were taken as bibliographic units, and sample records were 
restricted to items not included in other shelf lists. These could be 
distinguished by their lack of call numbers or other indication of location. 
The number of items drawn was in proportion to the estimated number of seria. 
titles uniquely represented in the catalog. 
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The template used for the Los Angeles sample was a modified version 
of the Berkeley template. An example of the resultant data sheet is shox^m 
in Figure 2. 

2 . Identification of Access Tools 

a) List of Known Catalogs Identifying Los Angeles Holdings 

Appendix B lists printed catalogs and reference tools knox^m to provide 
access to Los Angeles library resources. Items 1 through 162 in this list 
(with the exception of item 31A) also provide access to the Berkeley collec- 
tion, while items 167 through 209 are relevant to Los Angeles but not to 
Berkeley holdings . 

The list was compiled on the basis of independent investigation plus 
interviews^^K^^IB^f^^ans at individual libraries on the Los Angeles campus. 

b) Availability of These Catalogs at Other Locations 

The information about the availability at other UC campuses of the 
catalogs listed in Appendix B was obtained from the librarians of these 
campuses. Information regarding the holdings of the CSUC, CSL, and private 
university libraries were obtained in the manner described earlier for the 
Berkeley catalogs. 

3 , Inclusion in the Access Tools 

Analysis of the Los Angeles sample for accessibility through printed 

sources corresponded to procedures followed with the Berkeley sample.

The sample was analyzed for the characteristics of physical form, language, 
identification number, jurisdiction, and interlibrary loan status by the same 
procedures used for the Berkeley sample. The age of the UCLA sample was tabu-

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tabulation were those stated on the samples themselves, as access to the 
most current actual holdings of UCLA serials was not readily available to 
the Berkeley-based team. 

Because the study team was located at Berkeley and because. of the 
limited funds for this study, it was not possible to determine the physical 
availability of the sample items. The task would have involved a consider- 
able amount of field work in the Los Angeles libraries to verify the physical 
availability of each of the items. 
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IV. FINDINGS 



A, BERKELEY LIBRARY RESOURCES 

1, Extent of. Access Through the Printed Catalogs 

a) Maximum Bibliographic Access Possible With Present Tools 
After the searching was completed for each of the titles in our 

Berkeley sample we were able to make an estimate of the maximum possible 
extent of bibliographic access that would be possible with the present set 
of printed catalogs identified in an earlier section of this report. The 
data in Table 13 shows that 67.8% of the General Library resources, 62,7% 
of the unaffiliated library resources, and 67.2% of the total Berkeley 
library resources are potentially accessible to users away from the Berkeley 
campus. This is the maximum degree of bibliographic access that any off- 
campus user can achieve, and requires the use of over 150 of the presently 
available printed catalogs. In the authors^ opinioa, a figure of 90% 
achieved with much fewer catalogs would be a worthwhile objective for both 
the Berkeley and Los Angeles library resources. 

b) Actual Bibliographic Access Available at Each UC Campus at This Time 
A search was made to determine which of the access tools were located 

in at least one copy si: each of the other UC campuses. The simplifying assump-- 
tion was made that the physical location of the printed catalog on that campus 
was synonymous with effective bibliographic access. We know that this is not 
always the case. The printed catalogs might not be cataloged, or they might 
be stored in one of the library's technical processing departments or others- 
wise not made visible or accessible for ready use. Thus we see the strong 
possibility that the effective degree of access will in fact be less than 
the assessment that we have computed as the potential degree of access by

Use of printed catalogs for which Berkeley holdings were implicit 
rather than explicit may also result in differences between the potential 
and the actual degree of access at each campus. For instance, all works 
listed in Charles Evans' American Bibliography and in Pollard and Redgrave's 
Short-Title Catalogue of Books Print^ed in England. . . are collected in micro- 
form by the Berkeley library although Neither catalog indicates such holdings.

Berkeley collected these materials . The effectiveness of these bibliographies 

as tools for access rests on this assumed prior knowledge. 

The detailed data regarding the access by each campuS^is given in 

Appendix C. The sunnnary data below provides our estimates of the ^Utential 

access, combined for both exact and near matches, for both cataloged- and 

uncataloged access tools, for the other UC campuses:

All of the UC campuses have about as much potential access as can be obtained 

with the presently available access tools. Thus no dramatic improvements in 

access can be obtained simply by buying a few more copies of the access tools 

and placing them on the other campuses. The San Francisco figure is lower 

primarily because of the absence of the catalogs to the Bancroft Library, 
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Giannini Foundation, and Water Resources Center material, which is essen- 



tially out of scope of the academic interests of the San Francisco campus 



anyway. 



c) Actual Bibliographic Access Available at Each CSUC Campus at This 
Time 

With the same assumptions as made for the UC campuses (i.e., the 
physical custody of a catalog on campus constitutes bibliographic access), 
an analysis was made of the extent to which the 19 CSUC campuses had biblio- 
graphic access to the Berkeley resources. Using the collected information 
regarding the extent to which each of these campuses held the catalogs listed 
in Appendix A, detailed access da.ta was collected which is given in Appendix 
D and summarized in the following table:

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2. Access Through the NUC Tools 

Some suggestions have been made that the printed National Union * 
Catalog (NUC) and its associated publications might be able to serve as a 
continuing book catalog to the UC library resources if there were some 
changes in policies and procedures for both NUC and UC. For this reason 
we were interested in finding out how much and what kind of UC material 
went into NUC, 

The full list of about 40 NUC publications relevant to this study 

was noted in an earlier section of this report. The detailed data regarding 

the degree of NUC near and exact match of catalog records, with or without 

holdings information, for each of the NUC publications is given in Appendix 

G. The summary information is given below and in Table 14.

This data suggests that the NUC tools do not serve as comprehensive locators 
for UCB material. It also indicates that over 36% of the UCB material is not 
included in the present NUC publications. 

Information about the extent of coverage provided for the Berkeley 
resources by printed catalogs other than the NUC publications are^ given in 
Appendix J. The Berkeley Author-Title Catalog published by G. K. Hall in 
1963 is the most significant single access tool available. As a single 
publication, it points to almost 29% of the total Berkeley library resources.

3. Characteristics of the Total Berkeley Library Resources 

a) Physical Form 

As would be expected, the bulk of the Berkeley library resources, 
almost 80%, are made up of monographs, reports, and serials, in that order. 
The detailed data for the distribution by physical form is given in Table 15. 

b) Age 

An analysis of imprint date is complicated by the fact that many of 
the items in the collection have multiple imprint dates. This happens most 
often for reprints with a second printing or second edition, and for serials 
with a beginning and ending date. This is discussed in detail in the section 
on methodology. This imprint data is given in detail in Appendix I and 
summarized in Figures 3 and 4. 

Figure 3 shows the percentage of the total Berkeley library resources 
that are represented by each imprint date. The cumulative distribution by 
imprint date is shown in Figure 4, with separate plots for the General Library, 
unaffiliated libraries, and the total library resources. It can be seen that 
the unaffiliated libraries have a considerably higher fraction of recent pub- 
lications than the General Library does. Almost 90 percent of the collections 
of the unaffiliated libraries consist of publications from 1930 to the present, 
while, this same time period only represents about 65 percent of the holdings 
of the General Library. 

The results obtained by examining a single imprint date (Appendix I-l) 
differ very little from the results obtained by examining a single imprint 
plus the first or second of two dates (Appendices 1-2 and 1-3).

d) Availability of Unique Identification Numbers 

Suggestions had been made of the possibility of preparing a computer- 
based numeric register or book catalog for the UC library resources in a

manner similar to that done recently for the Louisiana libraries ' ' , and 
now being done for the California State University and Colleges System. Such 
a finding tool would consist simply of an LC Card Number, or ISBN, or ISSN, 
along with a location code and perhaps a call number for the |.>iol ding Iprary, 
and would be relatively inexpensive to produce. Obviously it could only be 
used as a limited finding tool and perhaps be of some interest to library 
selection staffs in the context of cooperative collection development and 
utilization. If such a numeric register were to be considered, some infor- 
mation would be necessary to determine what fraction of the UC holdings had 
some kind of unique national or international identification number that 
could be used as the access point in this type of catalog. 
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Some ot' the existing Berkeley catalog records contain such a number 
an the local catalog record. Some of the records are associated with numbers 
that can only be found by searching some other catalogs such as the NUC; this 
often happens, for example, when a catalog card is prepared locally in advance 
of cataloging by LC and not replaced or augmented subsequently by the LC in~ 
formation. 

The data in Table 16 indicates that 55% of the Berkeley library 
material had some sort of unique national or international number associated 
with it, but a large fraction of the numbers were not on the local cards and 
would have to be found by a relatively time-consuming lookup process. About 
35% of the total Berkeley library resources had some type of unique national 
or international identification number on the local catalog record. 

e) Availability by Policy Through Interlibrary Loan 

Some of the material identified through the access tools as being 
on the Berkeley campus is not available, for interlibrary loan to other UC 
campuses or to any other institution. This is particularly true for rare 
books or other special material. The data in Table 17 shows that over 82% of 
all the Berkeley library resources are available by policy for interlibrary 
loan, and that of all the material accessible through the catalogs, 85% is 
available by policy to go out on interlibrary loan. The unaffiliated 
libraries are more restrictive than the General Library with regard to loan 
policies. I 

f ) Actual Physical Availability for Loan 

When planning for and considering the designation of the Berkeley 
library materials as a regional resource, attention must also be given to 
the extent to which the items identified in the various access tools are 
actually avai3,able for u'se away from Berkeley. Independent of any policy

restrictions on the loaning of the materials, their availability might be 
further limited because the material is lost or not otherwise available, 
despite what the catalogs and policy statements say. 

For this study, an effort was made to try to physically place our 
hands on a copy of each of the sampled titles, as if we were actually going 
to check them out or take them to the interlibrary loan office. We did 
this mostly by going directly to the shelves to look for the material, and 
by placing search requests and^Tecalls on the material that we could not 
find. -r'T'? ,. .. 

The results of this data collection effort are summarized in Table 
18, The results of this physical search effort show that at least 95% of 
the library material represented by the local catalogs is in fact physically 
still in inventory and available for use. A total of 1.7% of the material 
in the local catalogs has been definitely identified, as missing, and another 
3.3% is still being searched or is in an otherwise indeterminate state. This 
is a small percentage of missing itenp'^v: but it corresponds to a large absolute 
number (1.7%,ofvthe 2,435,400 titles sampled from in the General Library and 
of the 260,500 titles sampled from in the unaffiliated libraries amounts to 
over 45,000 titles). 

g) Net Accessit)ilitv f or Inter-Institutional Use 

From the point of view of an off-campus user, only a fraction of the 
Berkeley library resources is visible through the printed catalogs. In 
terras of effective inter-institutional use by interlibrary loan or other 
means, 'this fraction is further reduced by Berkeley library policies of the 
General Library and the unaffiliated libraries which prohibit the circulation 
of some of this material. This material, which has then been located aijd is

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physical loss of some of the Items;- that might otherwise have been available 
for loan. The net result of this is a reduced degree to which the Berkeley - 
material can actually be identified and borrowed by off-campus users. The 
compound effect of all of these factors is shown in the details of Table 19. 

After going through all of these screens and restrictions, only about 
54% of the total Berkeley resources can be considered accessible and avail- 
able for use (without coming to Berkeley) by a user away from the Berkeley 
campus. This figure will actually be lower for locations of other than UC 
campuses because some of the printed catalogs (e.g., UC Union List of Serials, 
p'^eliminary edition) are only available to the UC campus libraries.

We were interested in finding out what was different about the mate- 
rials that were not included in the printed catalogs. For that reason we 
analyzed all of these excluded materials by themselves. 

a) Physical Form 
The material excluded from the printed catalogs was definitely dif- 
ferent from the mix of the entire sample. The data in Table 20 shows that 
the excluded material consists cf fewer monographs, but a higher percentage 
of maps, reports, recordings, and other special forms of material. 

b) Age 

The imprint date information for the excluded material is given in 
Appendix K and plotted in Figures 5 and 6. Figure 5 shows the percentage of 
all the excluded materials that are represented by each^ imprint date. The 
cumulative distribution by imprint date is shown in Figure 6, with separate 
plots for the excluded material in the General Library, unaffiliated libraries, \ 
and the total library resources. It can be seen that the excluded materials 
from the unaffiliated libraries are composed of more recent publications than 
\ the excluded materials from the General Library. Furthermore, the excluded 
materials are characterized as being significantly more recent material than 
the material in the total Berkeley sample; over 70 percent of the total ex- 
cluded material was published between 1960 and 1974. * 

c) Language 

The language data, included in Appendix L, shows the excluded material 
to have, in very gross comparisons, about the same language distribution as 
the total campus sample.

1. Extent of Access Through the Printed Catalogs

After the searching was completed for each of the titles in our Los 
Angeles sample we were able to make an estimate of the maximum extent of 
bibliographic access that would be possible with the present set of printed 
catalogs identified in an earlier section of this report. The data in Table 
22 shows that 70.6% of the General Library resources, 10.2% of the unaffiliated 
library resources, and 69.5% of the total Los Angeles library resources are 
potentially accessible to users away from the Los Angeles campus. This is 
the maximum degree of bibliographic access that any off-campus user can 
achieve with the present printed catalogs.

This data suggests that the NUC tools do not serve as good locators 
for UCLA library resources. As finding tools, they only point to 16.5% of 
the total UCLA library resources. The fact that the NUC coverage of the total 
Berkeley holdings (25.0%) is slightly greater than the UCLA holdings may be 
due to the fact that a camera team from NUC visited Berkeley in the early 
1950s to microfilm approximately 400,000 records from the Berkeley shelf list 
and take the records back for inclusion in NUC. No such record copying opera- 
tion was done for the UCLA resources.

A NOTE ON STATISTICAL INFERENCES REGARDING ESTIMATES OF PROPORTIONS 

When statistics on the proportion of a large population 
possessing a certain characteristic are based on samples drawn 
from the population, rather than on a comprehensive census of 
the population, they must be taken as estimates rather than as 
exact figures. It may be fairly asked how accurate such estimates 
are. Where sampling has been truly random and has not introduced 
some systematic bias into the results, this question can be 
answered with some precision. 

The accuracy of estimates of proportions is expressed by the 
conjunction of two measurements - confidence level and confidence 
interval. A confidence level indicates the degree of probability 
that the true proportion is within a given distance of an estimated 
proportion. A confidence interval indicates the range around an 
estimated proportion within which it may be assumed with a given degree 
of probability that the true proportion lies. The most commonly 
used confidence levels are 95% and 99%. To use a 99% confidence 
level with a given confidence interval means that, if repeated 
sampling operations were performed on the population, instead of 
only one, the true proportion would lie within the confidence intervals 
of 99% of the estimates. Thus there is a 99% chance that the true 
proportion lies within the confidence interval of any single estimate. 

The confidence interval to be used with a given confidence level 
is dependent on the size of the sample population and on the 
estimated proportion. For a sample population of 2,000 (the 
size used in this study), a confidence level of 95%, and an 
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estimated proportion of 50%, the confidence interval would 
extend roughly from 47.6% to 52.4%, i»e., 2.4% on either side 
of the estimate."^ Since' the confidence interval widens as the 
confidence level rises, using a confidence level of 99% instead 
of 95% in this example yields a confidence interval of 46.9% to 
53.1%. Thus for an estimate of 50% based on 2,000 samples, we can 
be 95% sure that the correct figure is within 2.4% of the estimate, 
and 99% sure that it is within 3.1% of the estimate. 

All other things being equal, a confidence interval is widest 
for an estimated proportion of 50% and narrows as the estimate 
approaches either 0 or 100%. Thus an es timat ed proportion of 10% 
with a sample size of 2,000 yields a confidence interval of 8.7% 
to 11.3% (i.e., 1.3% on either side of the estimate) for a confidence 
level of 95%, and an interval of 8.3% to 11.7% (1.7% on either side 
of the estimate) for a confidence level of 99%. 

In sum, it is p'bssible to say that estimates of proportions 
drawn from 2, POO random samples are highly likely (with a 95-99% 
degree of probability) to be accurate within 1 to 3%, depending 
on the size of the estimate proportion.
